A SNOW SLIDE 


Rucking Snow in the Mountains 

The Revelstoke Herald says: 

The first train from the east since 
Thursday got in at 19 k. on Satur 


day. It was a transfer. It was not 
till the the next evening that the 
first through train came in From 


the first big slide early on Thursday 
afternoon jt took till 15 k. on Sunday 
to get the summer tracks outside the 
snowsheds No.’s 19 and 20 ‘at Glacier 
clear. The slide was the worst on 
record since construction and blocked 
the line for a mile and a half of its 
length, carrying away part of the two 
sheds 

Superintendent Kilpatrick, Train- 
master Risteer and Roadmaster New- 
man with the rotary from this point 
were speedily on deck and assisted by 
the rotary from Rogers Pass and sev 
eral bridge crews worked like beavers 
to repair the damage 

Slide, however, succeeded slits, and 
passengers on Saturday had to be 
transferred, an operation which ip 
volved quite a climb over the vast 
pile of snow. By. the time the sum- 
mer tracks outside. the sheds were 
clear over 70 hours of incessant work 
had been spent. there five trains and 
some 400 passengers,guests of the hos- 
pitality of the company, waiting to 
get through, and the officials and 
crews could hardly craw! 

It was a big piece of work and was 
handled in a way that only the long 
experience of Superintendent Kil- 
patrick and his colleagues in handling 
this class of rallfoading trouble could 
have accomplished.

before he could get it out of the way 
his left ankle had been run over by 
the engine wheels 

On account of the accident he says 
his left leg was amputated at the 
knee and he was confined to the hos- 
pital for several weeks 

Senn says he was 27 years of age 
and earning $75 per month, but that 
on account of the accident he will 
be crippled all his life, and that his 
earning capacity will be greatly de-
